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Urban renewal project forces 
eviction of longtime residents 


The AS Council has voted to 
send a letter to the Seaside 
City Council asking that there 
be no eviction of Mr. and Mrs. 
Tomas San Paolo from their 
home which is locatedon the edge 
of the new K-Mart shopping 
center site in Seaside. 


The aged couple have lived in 
their home on Roberts Avenue 
in Seaside for nearly 40 years. 
Now they are forced to leave 
because of urban renewal. 


The Seaside Redevelopment 
Agency has been given posses- 
sion of their home plus five 
other houses owned by the couple 
along Roberts Avenue. However, 
the agency is appealing the price 
of $105,000 which was awarded 
by a jury for all six houses. 


No eviction date has been set,

but the San Paolos and the ten- 
nants in the other houses show 


no inclination toward giving up 
their homes, even with the daily 
noise of giant earth movers. 

Mike Bona, as MPC political 
science major, has been named 
to head a committee of students 
to fight the eviction. 


Bona met with strong resis- 
tance when he tried to make his 
presentation at the last Seaside 
city council meeting on March 
21. Mayor B. J. Dolan gave 
Bona three minutes to make his 
presentation, interrupted him 
with one minute remaining, re- 
minding him of the time left, 
and then cut him off. Dolan 
then requested Bona to put his 
questions in written form and 
submit them to the staff.

Bona describes the proposed 
eviction as an ‘‘inhumane”’ and 
‘immoral.’’ He said that this 
is going to be a fight on moral 


grounds and that the city coun- 
cil and the mayor are going to 
have to face up to a decision 
which wasn’t made for the good 
of the people. 


In an open letter addressed to 
Peninsula citizens (See Letters 
to the Fditor on page two) he 
urged attendance at the next 
Seaside city council meeting on 
April fourth. That meeting will 
start at 8 pm in the council 
chambers at Seaside City Hall. 


Bona said that the Libertarian 
Party of California is going to 
take an active part in fighting 
the eviction as well as many 
local agencies and private ci- 
tizens. He said that he is 
going to ask that the entire pro- 
ject be stopped. If that request 
fails he said putting the issue 
to a vote by the citizens of 
Seaside would be the next step.

Dr. David Hopkins was unani- 
mously appointed Dean of Ins- 
truction by the Governing Board 
recently. 

A total of 168 candiates applied 
for the position from around the 
country.

178 pints, Surpasses goal 


One hundred and seventy-eight 

pints of blood were collected 
during the first Red Cross Blood 
Drive of this semester, March 
15. The drive lasted from nine 
in the morning until two in the 
afternoon. This was the most 
blood collected at one drive 
in the past two years, according 
to Ed Norris, Student Activities 
Director. It topped the goal 
of 174 pints but fell well short 
of the all-time high of 218 set 
in November, 1971. The Red 
Cross workers were assisted 
by more than 30 MPC students 
who checked blood types. and 
pulse rates and performedcler- 
ical tasks, 

One hundred thirty-four of the 
donors gave in Dr. Jack Leach’s 
hame, according to Red Cross 
Officials. Dr. Leach has two sons 


who are afflicted with hemo- 
philia, a rare disease in which 
the blood will not clot. The 
Slightest bump will cause them 
to bleed profusely. For every 
pint donated in their name the 
Leachs receive three units of 
Cryo Precipitate--the clotting 
factor. 

College Nurse Grace Donlin 
Says that every pint of blood 
Supplies six or more special 
requirements, So even though 
the blood is given inDr. Leach’s 
name, it will be. used to help 
at least six different people. 
She points out that donors 
receive all the blood they need 
for a full year, without cost, 
regardless of whose name they 
give in, 

Dr. Leach, who is in no way 
associated with the appeal for 


blood in his name, received 
his new ‘‘gallon card’’ when he 
gave blood Wednesday. He said 
that the blood from this drive 
will probably last his sons about 
a year, ‘‘if we don’t have any 
bad luck.” In the past Dr. 
Leach has spent aS mich as 
$2500 dollars for blood in a 
Single year. 

Blood drives are held on cam - 
pus four times each year. In 
return all MPC students and 
faculty, including the night 
scheol, receive all their blood 
requirements free, whether they 
give or not. ‘‘Dr. Leach is 
going on Sabbatical next year 
and we’re hoping to get a gooc 
turnout at the next drive so 
that it will last him throughout 
the year,” says Ed Norris. The 
next drive will be held May 30.

Receiving a parking ticket is a bummer for anyone, except 
maybe those who can afford them. It’s more of a bummer to 
realize, after paying the $5 fine, that someone else has beat 
the rap by simply having it invalidated by a member of the Ad- 
ministration. 

The campus police have been lenient with ticketing policies 
to the point of being taken advantage of by the Administration, 
who accept almost any excuse. 

If tickets are going to be invalidated, why should the under- 
staffed campus police waste their time ticketing cars? They 
have let offenders accumulate four warnings before issuing a 
ticket. ir 

According to a member of the campus police, ‘Ninety-five 
per cent of our problems come from the Administration. It 
is worthless for the few people we have to run around the campus 
ticketing cars, when the Administration turns around asking us 
to void them. The cars we ticket are only those that deserve 
tickets.”’ 

One individual castigated a Student controlling cars entering 
the Car Pool lot, for advising him not to park in that area. After 
fair warning he was ticketed. The campus police were then 
asked to void the ticket by the Administration. The Adminis- 
tration eventually voided the ticket over the objections of the 
campus police. 

Valid complaints about parking tickets suggest that the fine 
is too high, that there are no ‘‘No Parking’”’ signs, that it makes 
a Sham of the Car Pool and that it’s not fair to let some people 
get away with it, while others go ahead and pay the fine. These 
facts come to be excuses and that’s why the ticketing regulations 
are not being adhered to. 

El Yanqui agrees with the campus police on what the real problem 
is. Despite the lenient policies of the campus police, they are 
not getting enough cooperation from the Administration to en- 
force ticketing regulations. Why not let the campus police do 
their job to their own discretion?

United States. When its albums 
are found, they are on the 
Chirisma label, with the ex- 
ception of the first album, 
From Genesis to Revelation,’’ 
which was a failure in England in’ 
1968, on the British Decca label. 
After that the group went through 
changes in personnel and style, 
leaving the pop song format 
to play the theatrical rock. 
Signed by Chrisma in late ‘68 
the band released in the states 
four unheard of albums. ‘‘ Tres- 
pass,’’ “‘Genesis Live,” ‘‘Fox 
Trot’? and ‘Nursery Crimes”’ 
are very hard to find here. 
Fortunately its latest album, 
‘‘Selling England by the Pound ”’ 
can be bought in almost all 
record shops due to Chirisma 
changing from Buddah to the 
begger Atlantic forits American 


distributor in 1973. 

Genesis publicity problems have 
also stemmed from the lack 
of media exposure. But recently 
the problem is slowly being

heard from some rock radio 
Stations, on television four 
weeks, ago on the Midnight 
Special, and in a recent arti- 
cle in Rolling stone. With the 
publics awareness of the group’s 
many talents increasing, it is

Mayor Dolan 
told me to, ‘‘Reduce you ques- 
tion to writing and submit it 
to the staff.’ I was appalled 
by this action and felt I was 
suppressed. 

I intend to stand up for the 
moral principles which our 
country has been built on(THAT 
DOESN'T SEEM ANY LONGER 
TO EXIST) and stop this im- 
moral action by the Redevelop- 
ment Agency and condoned by 
the Seaside City Mayor. The 
San Paolo’s merely wish not 
to sell the property they have 
owned and lived on for nearly 
40 years. 

I urge all interested citizens 
and students to attend the next 
Seaside City Council Meeting 
on April 4, 1974 at 8:00 pm in 
the Seaside City Hall and join 
me in defnding our moral 
rights.

‘‘Hair,”’ the tribal rock musical 
that was a shocking social com- 
mentary in the late 1960’s, has 
lost its impact. MPC’s presen- 
tation appears outdated though 
it has only been five years since 
the play originally opened.

However, the Vietnam 
War is now only a painful me- 
mory and doesn’t have the con- 
troversial effect it did a few 
years ago. 

The play begins on this basis 
and needs a strong supporting 
cast to make it successful.

When the mood fails then the 
person in the leading role is 
needed to save the play from 
disaster. This was found in 
Sid Cato. He is a sensitive 
actor with a fine singing voice, 
He portrayed Claude Bukowski, 
a young man being threatened 
by the draft. 

He fears the Army for its 
bureaucracy and demand for 
conformity along with the pros- 


vect that he would become se- 
parated from his peers. His 


ideals of love and peace began 


with his friends and would 
become lost without them. 

Cato’s performance electrified 
the stage with his exciting move- 
ments and singing. His voice 
was made for the stage for 
it is full of expression and fills 
the theatre. A better actor 
couldn’t have been found for 
MPC’s production. 

Nancy Servies portrays Sheila, 
the ‘‘Joan of Arc’’ in the tribe’s 
movement.
